Cruiser Ratio Crux & 
Of Parley at Geneva

S the fateful day of the Geneva Con- 
ference for the further limitation of 
naval armament approaches other na- 
tions are commencing their  pubiicity 
campaigns and sending up balloons to 
see in which direction the wind blows, 
A somewhat concerted effort seems to 
be evolving to show our people that we 
do not need cruisers. Instead of the 
5-5-3 ratio, which is now effective for 
battleships, it is suggested that our fig- 
ure should be only 4 or 3 and that Japan 
should have 4 and Great Britain 6 or 

more. 

Four Classes in Proposal. 

It may be remembered that at the 
Washington Conference the proposals 
made by Mr. Hughes provided for the 
application of the 5-5-3 ratio to all the 
four classes of vessels he desired to 
limit. Capital ships; Auxiliary Surface 
Craft, including Cruisers; Submarines; 
and Aircraft Carriers. The figures pro- 
posed by our Secretary of State were as 
follows:

Balfour Outlined Views. 

Upon hearing this proposal and after 
having been given several days in which 
to analyze it Mr. Balfour stated the Brit- 
ish position as follows: 

“It does deal with the three great 
fleets of “the world,’ and: in the broad 
spirit in which it deals with those fleets, 
in the proportion of disarmament which 
it lays down for :those fleets, th Gov- 
ernment of the country which I repfe- 
sent is in the fullest and the heartiest 
sympathy with the policy which the 
United States have brought before us for 
our consideration. (Applause.) They 
have, as we think most rightly, taken the 
battle fleet as the aggressive unit which 
they have in the main to consider; and 
in the battle fleet you must include those 
auxiliary ships without which a modern 
battle fleet has neither eyes nor ears, has 
little power of defense against certain 
forms of attack, and little power of ob- 
servation; little power of dealing with 
any equal foe to which it may be op- 
posed. Taking those two as really be- 
longing to one subject, namely the bat- 
tle fleet, taking those two, the battle- 
ships themselves and the vessels auxili- 
ary and necessary to a battle fleet, we 
think that the proportion between the 
various countries is acceptable; we think 
the limitation of amounts is reasonable; 
we think it should be accepted; we firmly 
believe that it will be accepted. (Ape 
plause.)” 

Britain Approved Ratio. 

This statement was a direct approval 
of the whole proposal of Mr. Hughes 
and indicated that as between Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
the British were entirely satisfied with 
the ratio as Yregards Auxiliary 
Surface Craft, i. e. Cruisers and Des- 
troyers. 

It was only after the demand of 
France for 330.000 tons of auxiliary sur- 
face craft and 90,000 tons of submarines 
that Great Britain demanded “the ful 
right to build any Auxiliary Surfacc 
Craft which she considered necessary tc 
deal with the situation,” but this did not 
affect the principle of the 5-5-3 ratio as

5-5-3 
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Editors Find Glory for America in Lindbergh’s New York-Paris Flight | 


A MODEST young man, Captain in the Missouri National Guard, and of like rank 

in the Air Corps Reserve, captured the imagination of the world, and particularly 
the editors of the United States, in the successful nonstop flight he made from New 
York to Paris between 7:52 a. m., May 20, and 5:21 p. m., May 21. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, an air mail service flyer, nicknamed the “Flying Fool” in America and “Bon 
Gars” and “Bon Tip” in France, using a chart furnished him by Commander Richard 
KE. Byrd and guided by a small compass, fearlessly made the journey in a little under 
353%, hours, and, as the condition of his gasoline tanks show, could have flown at 
Jeast 500 miles beyond his goal. His report shows he had good weather until he 
pushed out over the ocean, and then was forced on occasions to fly as low as 10 feet 
and as high as 10,000 feet above the surface of the sea in order to escape the hail 
and sleet storms he encountered. Only steamers seem to have sighted him, and at 
the time they wirelessed he was 500 miles west of the southern coast of Ireland. 


ASIDE from the spectacular character of the flight itself, the epochal event served 

as an opportunity to cement the political relations of the United States and 
France. Ambassador Herrick, immediately followimg the disappearance of the French 
flyers, Nungesser and Coli, cabled a warning to the United States that the American 
aviators postpone their attempt to reach Paris. Mr. Herrick was apprehensive that 
the feeling he feared had been excited by the loss of the Frenchmen would be vested 
upon a successful American. The enthusiastic reception accorded by the French 
people and by the French Government, the messages sent by the President and the 
Secretary of State, an interview with Vice President Dawes, congratulations from 
the Governor of Missouri and the Adjutant General of the Missouri National Guard, 
all of which tactfully referred to the gallant pioneering of Nungesser and Coli; the 
eall which the Minnesota lad paid to the mother of Nungesser—these various expres- 
sions, as the American editors note, erasea the unfortunate impression created by 
Mr. Herrick’s message and caused the young flyer to serve as a messenger of good 
will between the New and the Old World. 


Tue military value of the airplane is referred to in some of the editorials in con- 

nection with the efforts to win the Orteig prize. Apparently editors are agreed 
that aircraft are an invaluable aid to military operations, but they are divided as to 
their effectiveness acting without cooperation with the Army and Navy. Some de- 
seribe them as a part of military equipment, others foresee the time when “argosies 
will sail through the air between America and Europe and even across the Pacifie, 
with sufficient power to return home after discharging bombs upon our cities.” 





HE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican) quoted Postmaster 
General Harry A. New as attributing to the air mail service the development of 
Lindbergh. 

“The brave boys become owl-eyed and they can see in the night,” said Mr. New. 
“They develop wonderful nerves and an ability to meet all sorts of conditions of 
weather, knowing when to go above the clouds and when’ to slip under them and how 
to do it successfully.” 


({OMMANDER BYRD declared that Lindbergh’s feat was “one of the greatest in- 
“ dividual accomplishments in history. It will be of inestimable value to the 
progress of aviation.” 

Major General Patrick and Rear Admiral Moffett both were jubilant over Lind- 
bergh’s success. 

The New Yorl: Times (Democratic) declares “there can be nothing but admira- 
tion for the intrepidity and sangfroid of young Lindbergh’’—a statement that is 
duplicated in the editorial columns of every newspaper in the land. “Of all world 
records in aviation,” adds the Times, “his transcends anything before accomplished 
in the air.” 

The New York: Herald Tribune (Republican) holds that Lindbergh’s flight 
means something for the future of aviation. The PBultimore Sun (Democratic) 
terms Lindbergh “the spear head of the race.” The Washington Post (Independent 
Republican) asserts that “the Spirit of St. Louis is the precursor of air argosies 
over the Atlantic and Pacific.” The Cincinnati Enquirer declares that “New York 
to Paris within a few hours has ceased to be a dream.” 

And so it goes—rhapsodical comment upon the initiative, the bravery, the dar- 
ing of this young man, the greatness of his achievement, and the modesty with which 
he is bearing his laurels. He has been given the decoration of the Legion of Honor, 
medals from various other societies, and the President will confer upon him the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, which is permitted by the Army Air Law. When Con- 
gress convenes, a resolution will be introduced conferring upon him the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, and the liklihood is that it will pass. The press is united in 
the view that no honor is too great for this flight hero; and it takes credit to itself 
for participation in making Lindbergh's triumph possible, since the St. Lowis Globe- 
Democrat supported the project financially and otherwise in company with other 
organizations and citizens of the Missouri city.

MacNIDER SPEAKS ON MUNITIONS. 
(ol. HANFORD MacNIDER, the As- 
“ sistant Secretary of War, addressed 
a joint meeting of the Boston post of 
the Army Ordnance Association and the 
Massachusetts National “Guard Asoscia- 
tion at Boston, Mass., on Thursday eve- 
ning, May 26. Colonel MacNider took 
the opportunity of lauding Capt. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, conqueror of the Atlantic, 
and pointed that the man-power of the 
United States is only half of the problem 
of national defense. He stressed the 
need for preparedness in all manner of 
equipment, saying in part, “Man-power 
was not our big problem in the World 
War. Five million men held up their 
right hand as fast as we could take them 


and a lot faster than we could equip 
them . It took seventeen men be- 
hind the lines to make one man at the 
front an effective combat soldier. We 


prepared behind a barrier of Allied arms. 
When finally arrived in the line we 
fought with borrowed weapons. We have 
no right to assume that such a friendly 
barrier will always rise to protect us.”

which will insure without the least 
question complete protcetion for our 
country. 

I believe that the Army should be 


kept at its authori#ed strength of 125,- 
0600 men as a very minimum. 

I believe that ou~ Navy should be 
constantly kept up to the 5-5-3 ratio 
strength; as provided for by the Wash- 
ington treaties. Also, our battleships 
which are becoming obsolete should be 
brought up to the full power—raising 
of their guns, so as to insure a firing 
range as extended as that of any other 
nation, and made similarly effective in 
all other details as to armor, blisters, 
and so on.

In compliance with instructions of the 
Army Chief of Staff, the Quartermaster 
General's Office is now engaged in ex- 
periments aimed at making presentable 
the large number of cotton uniforms 
which the Army has on hand from war 
stocks and which must be utilized as a 
maiter of economy.

A company of infantry at 
Fort Benning, Ga., has been equipped 
with uniforms made of this cloth which 
will be worn during the summer months 
and given wear under service conditions. 
A company of infantry is to be similarly 
equipped in Panama. The final results 
of these tests will furnish the War De- 
partment with data to definitely deter- 
mine the final disposition of war stocks 
of cotton uniforms.

RACE FOR WEST POINT HONOR MAN IS CLOSE. 
THE announcement of West Point’s Honor Man of the Class of 1927, to be gradu- 
ated Tuesday, June 14, is not expected until late next week. Practically any one 
of four cadets has a chance to stand one in the class. These are E. G. Daly, of 
Laramie, Wyoming; H. W. Holmer, of Medford, Oregon; D. C. Hawkins, of Parma, 
Ohio; and H. A. Kurstedt, of Weehawken, New Jersey. Cadets Holmer and Kure 
stedt were appointed to the Military Academy from the Regular Army. 

A consideration of the work of each of these cadets for their total work during 
the first three years, shows Cadet Daly leading with a margin of but two points over 
Cadet Holmer. Cadet Hawkins is third nine poimts below, followed by Cadet Kur- 
stedt five points lower. Only sixteen points difference in the standing of these four 
cadets after three years work. The total number of points for graduation standing 
is 2,956, the winner last year making a total of 2,804.16. 

Cadet Daly is the only one of the four who has been a “star” man each of the 
years. Cadets Hawkins and Holmer have been so distinguished 
twice each. “Star” men are so-called because any cadet who maintains a general 
average for all subjects of 92 per cent or over is permitted to wear stars on the 
collar of his coat for the ensuing year, and his name is published in the Army 
Register as a “Distinguished Cadet.” For the first three years Cadet Daly has been 
distinguished in mathematics, French, surveying, philosophy, and Spanish; Cadet 
Hawkins in mathematics and English; Cadet Holmer in mathematics, philosophy, and 
chemistry; and Cadet Kurstedt in Spanish and drawing. 

Cadet Edward G. Daly is an Army Junior, being the son of Maj. Beverly C. Daly, 
U. S. A., ret., of 112 South Sixth Street, Laramie, Wyoming. He was appointed te 
the Academy by Hon. Francis E. Warren, Senator from Wyoming, from the State at 
large and formerly attended the State Training Preparatory School and the Univere 
Wyoming.

modernization of the old coal burn- 
ing battleship U. S. S. Florida, standard- 
ization trials were recently conducted 
over the course at Rockland, Me.

she did not demand the right to build 
more such vessels than the United 
States, 
Japan Favored Cruiser Ratio. 

Mr. Hanéhara stated that the Japanese 
Delegation “thought that it would be a 
misfortune if the conference failed to 
come to an agreement as regards the 
limitation of auxiliary combatant craft, 
but generally speaking, to maintain the 
tonnage allotment of auxiliary craft pro- 
vided in the original American proposal 
of November 12, in order that an agree- 
ment might be reached between the 
Powers concerned on this basis and that 
full and final success of the conference 
might thus be assured.” 

It is quite remarkable that the Jap- 
anese should have reverted to our orig- 
inal proposal and have thus gone out of 
their way to come back to the tonnage 
allotments for cruisers we had proposed. 
It was a specific approval of the 5-5-3 
ratio for cruisers. 

Italy Also for Agreement. 

The Italian delegation also seemed 
eager to come to an agreement on cruiser 
tonnage, for Mr. Schanzer said: 

“That the Italian delegation did not 
dispute the importance of an accord with 
respect to capital ships, but they could 
do no more than to express their deep 
regret that it was not possible to arrive 
at an arrangement concerning auxiliary 
boats and submarines. In the absence 
of an agreement concerning the limita- 
tion of the latter, it was but natural 
that each nation should retain full lib- 
erty of action.” 

The final result of the conference was 
that, instead of accepting the entire four 
proposals on a 5-5-3 basis; those concern- 
ing capital ships and aircraft carriers 
alone met with approval. 

It was as a result of this partial suc- 
cess that Mr. Hughes made his memor- 
able statement of accomplishment: “This 
treaty ends, absolutely ends the race in 
competition in naval armament.” 

Senator Schanzer then made a state- 
ment remarkable for its frankness and 
foresight: 

“We would not,” he said, “be abso- 
lutely sincere, however, were we not to 
express our regret that it has not been 
possible to reach an agreement for the 
limitation of auxiliary craft, submarines, 
and military and naval aviation. We can- 
not avoid being seriously concerned by 
the fact that if on the one hand we suc- 
ceed in closing the door to competition 
with respect to battleships, on the other 
hand we have left it open to a new 
competition in the future for other kinds 
of naval armaments and for military and 
naval aviation, the future development 
of which may prove to be of a very 
formidable nature.” 

Mr. Hughes replied as follows: 

“May I be permitted to say, that I 
think that the fact of the Naval agree- 
ment which has been reached in respect 
to capital ships, and the public opinion 
that has so manifestly supported it 
throughout the world, will make it very 
difficult for any powers to engage in 
very serious competition in the produc- 
tion of the craft which unfortunately are 
not covered by the terms of this Naval 
Treaty.” 

Relying on Mr. Hughes’ estimate of 
the situation the United States hastened 
to ratify and execute the treaty. 

Now it appears that there has com- 
menced a “very serious competition in 
the production of the craft which un- 
fortunately are not covered by the terms 
of the Naval Treaty.” 

5-5-3 Ratio For Cruisers. 

Other powers at Washington in 1921, 

in their desire to take advantage of the 


limitation of our battleships were will- 





ing, as has been shown, to agree to a 
similar 5-5-3 limitation of cruisers. Now 
that the battleships have been actually 
scrapped, it appears that there is opposi- 
tion to the 5-5-3 ratio in cruisers which 
Great Britain and Japan supported in 
1921. 

It is well known that the Washington 
Treaty greatly reduced our comparative 
naval power. We should have insisted at 
Washington on all four of the original 
proposals being accepted or none, so as 
to make sure of having the 5-5-3 ratio 
all along the line. The task before our 
delegates to the approaching three power 
conference is therefore clearly to obtain 
agreement for the extension of the prin- 
ciples of relative naval strength initiated 
at the time the Washington Treaties 
were signed, to include all classes of 
vessels.

AWARD THE FLYING CROSS TO LINDBERGH. 

/HY is it that narrow interpretation is given to the law under which it is claimed 

to be impossible to award the Distinguished Flying Cross to Charles A. Lind- 

bergh? France lost no time in signalling the event, epochal in the progress of 

aviation by conferring the Legion of Honor upon the young flyer. Governor Smith, 

of New York, has announced his intention to decorate him with the emblem of the 

Empire State. But Washington labors zealously to find reasons for not taking action 
pending the passage of legislation by Congress. 

Lindbergh attended the Army Flying School for one year, was rated as an air- 
plane pilot and commissioned a second lieutenant in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of 
the Army. Later he was promoted to the grade of captain in the Air Corps Reserve, 
which rank he now holds. He is also a captain in the flying branch of the Missouri 
National Guard. 

An executive order was issued on March 1, last, which describes as eligible for 
the award of the D. F. C., besides members of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, “all members of the National Guard, not in Federal Service, the Or- 
ganized Reserves, the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the Enlisted Reserve Corps, the 
Naval Reserves, and the Marine Corps Reserves, not on active duty, while partici- 
pating in an aerial flight as part of the duties incident to such membership.” It is 
argued, and, of course; the argument can be supported, that Lindbergh’s sensational 
achievement was not a “part of the duties incident to such membership.” But it 
also can be argued that his performance was the natural development of a career 
the Army fashioned, and that it was the consequence of his development as an 
aviator belonging to the Army of the United States. 

So much for the Executive Order. We hold, however, that the law does not 
impose any such limitation as the order contains. Moreover, the President certainly 
can modify his own order, especially to make it conform to the law, and confer the 
D. F. C. instantly upon Lindbergh. The law provides that under such rules and 
regulations as he may prescribe, the President is authorized to present the Flying 
Cross to any person who, while serving in any capacity with the Air Corps of the 
Army of the United States, including the National Guard and the Organized Reserves, 
“distinguishes himself by heroism or extraordinary achievement while participating 
in an aerial flight.” Note the omission of the words contained in the order: “As 
part of the duties incident to such membership.” 

The purpose of the Congress in enacting the law was to encourage aviation by 
decorating meritorious flying members of all components of the Army of the United 
States. We feel certain that the Army as a whole, the Regulars especially, feel it 
would be niggardly and ungracious not to give the recognition to the young flyer 
which is his due; and they already are manifesting their dissatisfaction with an 
interpretation of the law which in their view is unjustified. 

So, Mr. President, modify your order, and confer the Cross on Lindbergh. 





FRANCO-AMERICAN ETERNAL FRIENDSHIP. 
'NHERE has been confided to Congressman Porter, Chairman of the House Foreign 

Affairs Committee, the draft of a “solemn proclamation” engaging the United 
States and France in a pact of perpetual friendship. The text of this interesting 
document prepared by the French authorities is, in English, as follows: 

“The two Republics, taking into account the following facts: 

“Since their birth, American and French Armies have never fought against each 
other, but have shed their blood on the same battlefields, for the same causes; 
Bound to each other by a common origin and by a common ideal, the two Gov- 
ernments neither covet any foreign land, neither pursue any aggressive policy; their 
only objectives on sea and land are equality and liberty, peace and progress; there- 
fore: 

“In the fuce of the world, and in the presence of their sacred dead, they solemnly 
proclaim that they are bound by a perpetual friendship.” 

The declarations of this “solemn proclamation” are beautiful and express the 
true sentiments of the American and French people. But might not, at some future 
time, an interpretation be given to the language by one nation or the other which 
would tend to create embarrassment in their relations? Certainly, some members 
of the Senate will oppose the proclamation as a form of alliance and, therefore, con- 
trary to the traditional policy of the United States. It is our view that Mr. Porter 
should withhold presentation of the proclamation, since its rejection would only 
revive the bitterness which, in some French quarters, has been felt toward our 
country. 





OUR MERCHANT MARINE ENTERS THE BLACK. 

THE importance of the Merchant Marine from the National Defense point of view 

is emphasized by the negotiations for a limitation of naval armament which 
formally will begin next month at Geneva. Great Britain’s strength in this respect 
permits her to regard with equanimity even a substantial cut in her Fleet, provided 
other nations engage to take like action. The American people are becoming more 
and more aware of the value of the shipping under our own Flag, and the exchanges 
at Geneva undoubtedly will cause them to take greater interest in the development 
of our passenger and cargo lines. 

Pride in our progress is intensified by. a report made public this week on the 
last ten months’ operation of the Merchant Fleet Corporation. For the first time, 
the United States Lines reported a net profit of $137,000. The expenses of the 
Shipping Board during the first nine months of the present fiscal year totaled 
$13,033,000 as against $14,860,000 for the like period of 1926, and $23,680,000 in 1925. 
This redwetion is all the more striking when. At is recalled that special ships have been 
impressed into service to move American grain and cotton and to handle additional 
fuel in sensequence of the British coal strike. 

Mr, O’Connor, Chairman of the Shipping Board, is realizing the results of the 
strenud g efforts he has made to develop the Merchant Marine. More power to him!

“Broken Down Recruit.”—-Would like to 
know if the 25-year Retirement Bill for en- 
listed men has much chance of passing 
Congress next session if introduced.

Book Starts Air Discussion. 
HE GREAT DELUSION, a study of 

aircraft in peace and war by 
“Neon,” The Dial Press. 

tn this analytical work, which 
microscopic examination of the facts of 
aviation since its inception, the author 
takes a somber view of the value of air- 
His conclusions he sums up as

“Cool and dispassionate consideration 
ef the facts will show that ‘air power’ is 
illusory and ‘air supremacy’ a will-o’-the- 
The development of aircraft for 
war purposes ina sheer waste of men and 
money, and moreover constitutes a grave 
danger, since expenditures and depend- 
ence upon unreliable and futile weapons 
is a sure road to defeat. 

“It will be shown that airships can 
never be safe or practical as commercial 
long-distance vessels, and that they are 
useless in war; that aeroplanes can never 
be made to pay in peace passenger 
or freight carriers, and that in war they 
have proved themselves to be unreliable, 
ineffective and unprofitable, no matter 
how brave the pilots or spectacular their 
exploits. While prodigal of life and treas- 
ure, aerial warfare has only succeeded 
in sowing mistrust and enmity, breeding

fear, encouraging frightfulness, provok- 
ing thereby a manifest return to bar- 


barism.” 

While evidently the work is the prod- 
uct of a British expert, the views ex- 
pressed will pique the interest not only 
of his countrymen but of America. For 
example, he presents evidence to show 
that aerial bombing “has proved a dis- 
mal if not humiliating failure, and that 
it is not only a reversion to barbarism, 
but is utterly futile in helping to win the 
war.” Regarding airships, he discusses 
the facts with reference to the Shenan- 
doah disaster and as an appendix quotes 


the statement of Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Ros- 
endahl. 
An interesting preface for the book 


is supplied by Arthur Hungerford 
Pollen. He writes that “the steamship, 
the steam engine, the motor car, and 
more particularly the electric telegraph, 
have, that is, left gaps. The wonder of 
these things is great that we are 
tempted to forget first that the gaps are 
narrow, next that they are only some- 
times filled, and lastly, only filled at an 
enormous cost A long array of 
facts have been collected which tend to 
show that our expectations from aircraft 
never have and never will be realized.” 

Whether one agrees with “Neon” or 
not, it is certain his book will create a 
sensation. That it will provoke contro- 
versy is evident. It is bound to focalize 
discussion, and will help toward a deter- 
mination of the exact place the new 
transport will oceupy in the human 
scheme of things.

Aeronautical Notes 
SSISTANT Secretary of Kar F. 
Trubee Davison has issued the fol- 
lowing statement concerning the recent 
Air Corps-Second Division Maneuvers: 


The maneuvers have demonstrated that 
the theory of coordination between ground 
and air forces, in the solving of military 
problems on a large scale, is essential and 
practicable. ‘ 

Further the Army Air Corps has thor- 
oughly proven its value in the four major 


fields of its usefulness. 

First—As a reliable offensive weapon 
ready and able to strike swift and stunning 
blows. 

Second—Its ability to act as an Army air 
service in conjunction with ground troops 
along offensive and defensive lines. 

Third—As a mobile measure ready to 
bring prompt and powerful reinforcement 


to any threatened point. 

The maneuvers, undertaken on a larger 
scale than ever heretofore attempted in this 
country have given the other Army branches 
un unprecedented opportunity to familiarize 
themselves with the broad scope of useful- 
ness they may expect from the Air Corps. 
Simultaneous, our Army aviators have ob- 
tained first-hand knowledge of ground troop 


problems and put to practical and satis- 
factory test air tactics designed to aid in 
the solution of those problems. 

While the mimic battles have been bene- 
ficial to the Army as a whole, they have 
been of particular advantage to the Air 
Corps. Putting tactical theory into practice 


is important, in addition to this the experi- 
ences gained in the movement of planes in 
large numbers over long distances were in- 
valuable. 


Out of the 109 planes which started for 
San Antonio, only one was disabled. There 
was neither loss of life nor did any one 
aboard that plane suffer injury. 

For nearly two weeks Army planes were 
constantly on the go; night as well as day 


time missions were performed to the entire 
satisfaction of the Commanding General of 


the Fighth Corps Area under whom our 
fliers operated. 
The skill of our pilots and the servicea- 


bility of our planes stand out as a brilliant 
background against the spectacular feat ac- 
complished by the 18 pursuit planes which, 
in one day flew 1,320 miles from Michigan 
to Texas—thus establishing a new and most 
significant world record. 

When the result of the various operations 
are analyzed, they will, I am sure, show 
that our Army organization—-ground and air 

has not alone benefited from Ilessons 
learned during the World War but that it 
also has developed many new and valuable 
features in military operations so that it 


may serve its purpose. 

The ground forces gave ample proof of 
their splendid morale and high efficiency 
during the maneuvers. So far as the Air 
Corps is concerned, the pilots, the ground 
organization—that kept them in the air, the 
command and staff demonstrated con- 
clusively their ability to function under ex- 
treme pressure. 

I feel thoroughly confident that the ma- 
neuvers showed the general public that 
criticism of our air equipment and our 


pilots is not well founded. We shall have 
all reason to be proud of and feel confidence 
in our fighting fliers. They are the founda- 


tion of the expanded air units provided 
in the five-year program which, by the end 
of 1932, would give this country 1,800 mili- 
tary planes, 1,650 regular officers, 550 Re- 
serves Officers on active duty and 15,000 en- 
listed men—an air force in keeping with 
our time-tested policy of national defense 
and of sufficient size to meet present day 
defense needs. 

A new world’s speed record for sea- 


planes was recently established by Lieu- 
tenant Rutledge Irvine, U. S. N., flying 
a Navy Vought “Corsair” observation 
plane equipped with a Pratt and Whit- 
ney “Wasp” engine, according to an- 
nouncement by the National Aeronautic 
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Association. The record is being for- 
warded to France for confirmation. 

Lt. Irvine averaged 130.93 miles per 
hour for 1,000 kilometers over the en- 
closed triangular course at Hampton 
Roads, Va. He took off from the Naval 
Air Station, Hampton Roads, at 12:46 
p. m., and flew the course of 1,000 kilo- 
meters in 4 hours and 44 minutes. 

This is the fourth world record to be 
broken by Naval Aviators in the past 
few weeks. The first was the altitude 
record for seaplanes of 22,178 feet, es- 
tablished by Lt. G. R. Henderson; the 
second, Lt. S. W. Callaway carrying a 
pay load of 1,102 pounds, established a 
speed record of 147.263 miles per hour 
for 100 kilometers, and the third, Lt. 
J. D. Barner, a speed record of 156.023 
miles per hour for 500 kilometers.

RADIO AIDS FLOOD RELIEF.

By a Market Expert. 
N interesting report on the motor in- 
dustry has just been issued by E. A. 
Pierce & Co,. one of the strongest broker- 
age houses on Wall Street. It notes that 
the broad trend in motor share prices 
has been downward for about 18 months, 
except in highly favored issues like Gen- 
eral Motors, Hudson and Auburn, Chrys- 
ler, Nash, Packard, Studebaker, and Reo 
which have fluctuated less than some of 
the others, but have not advanced with 
any gerat vigor. As a group, after such 
an extended readjustment, it is pointed 
out the motors ought to be rather well 

liquidated. 

In the first three months of 1927 Gen- 
eral Motors sold 329,310 cars to dealers. 
This is 34.7 per cent of the entire output 
of motor vehicles of United States and 
Canada, 151.8 per cent of the Ford pro- 
duction for the period, and about 109 
per cent of the first quarter output of 
Hudson, Studebaker, Willys-Overland, 
Nash, Chrysler, Dodge Brothers, and 
Hupp Motor Car combined. It repre- 
sents a gain of 46 per cent over the 
corporation’s sales to dealers in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1926 while the 
total business of Studebaker, Dodge 
Brothers, Ford, Hupp, Paige and prac- 
tically all the smaller makers (except 
Auburn) dropped off. Hudson, Chrysler, 
Willys-Overland and Nash sales in- 
creased. For the first time Geyeral 
Motors sold more Chevrolets (267,393) 
than Ford sold Fords (216,900). Buick 
sales were slightly in excess of those of 
Studebaker and Nash combined. 

It is often misleading to compare the 
per car net earnings of various com- 
panies. General Motors and Studebaker 
usually earn more per car than most 
manufacturers, partly because they make 
their own bodies and most of the parts 
used. Third only to Buick and Chevrolet, 
the Frigidaire division of General Motors 
is the largest contributor to net profits, 
but Frigidaire profits have to be lumped 


with automobile profits in figuring the 
per car margin because the refrigerator

signed to teach National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserve units the elements of military 
science and tactics—in other words, the use 


of arms. The hundreds of plants in the 
metropolitan area which would be called 
upon to manufacture‘ ordnance in emer- 


gency, and which now stand ready to work 
with the Army in making plans to that end, 
have but one Regular Army officer to whom 
they can turn for necessary information. 
More Ordnance Officers Needed. 

Under present-day conditions, we must 
have a far greater proportion of our offi- 
cers take their training at the various ar- 
senals, where the art of ordnance manufac- 
ture is kept alive on a laboratory basis so 
that they, in turn, can be detailed to duty 
at various commercial manufacturing plants 
for the purpose of assisting manufacturers 
in assemblying the vast amount of prelim- 
inary data in the shape of drawings for 
tools and jigs and fixtures; design of work- 
ing gauges; compuettion of schedules for 
raw materials, semi-finished components, 
additional equipment; the layout of highly 
specialized machinery, and estimate of ad- 
ditional power requirements. It is in this 
way, and in this way only, that we can hope 
to shorten the gap between the declaration 
of war and the date when our unlimited 
man power will be adequately armed and 
supplied with the increasingly great quan- 
tities of ammunition which modern warfare 
demands. 

Do not let the lesson of the World War 
be obscured by the fact that our own detici- 


encies in ordnance production were offset 
by the generous offers of the Allies. If we 
are obliged to rely upon our own efforts 


alone, as will probably be the case in any 
future emergency, our failure to recognize 
the paramount importance of the ordnance 
problem will result in national disaster. 
What we need is a completely balanced pro 
gram for National Defense with the Army 
paying proper attention to munition power 
as well as man power. Rifles without men 
to use them would he a needless waste of 
money, but men without rifles would in- 
volve a ghastly sacrifice of thousands of 
brave young lives.
